PRINOCE NATOLEON.

Prom the N. Y, Tribune, : -

Sinoe the day whon the consin of h}s‘ Ma-
josty of France went ofl nt a tangent to Ajaccio,
and there uttered his warning against the
blunder of subjugating Mexico and offending
the United BStates, the oracle known as
Prince Napoleon has bheen seldom heard
aloud. It would be wondertul, however, if a
Bonaparte conld do as the Bourbons have
done, and pass through a long silence without
learning n great deal and forgetting nothing.
Prinoe Plon-Plon, thongh content to seem an
appendage to the Bmpire, is nol a mere ap-
purtenance of its Emperor, As the Boua.
partos o, he i8 the best, and
among Frenchmen eligible for rule and
for public affairs, his position, character,
and talents make him extraordinary. His
sagacily at times has rendered him a very fair
fime-pioce to the empire, only the minxte-
tiand was too fast. He impersonates as much
of conscience as can be entertained in blood
relation to a French dynasty. The Prince 18
n thinker, a stndent, a man of some reverivs
and a few deeds. He oareers abont France
now and then like a lame and lazy eagle,
Seemingly he is a Bonaparte out of work, or
An imper oadet gl'““'inﬂ grey, lhm:gh ad

et but forty-seven yemrs of age, and, as ho

mself says, almost the youngest momber of
the French Senate. 'The Prince has eccentri-
pities, tastes, and accomplishments; he is an
orator, and, more than that, he is a states-
man., Were the Emperor, who may now be
dlesoribed as seriously recovered, lying at the
point of death, perhaps the royal opportunity
svould arrive for this nnemployed Bonaparte
—a task of Regency in connection with a
gueen who is attached to her confessor, and
yho is supposed not to know how to govern.

We differ with those who treat the Prince’s
tate speech as inadequate to the sensation it
groated. It was made to a body of censcript
Togies to whom the Prince had the frankness,
wo will not say the boldness, to utter truths
with which all but the Senatorial hirelings of
his Majesty are familiar, but stimulating
truths nevertheless. He argued in the face of
gome of their own fears that the Senatus Con-
gultum was not an experiment, and announced
that thomgh liberty may be for a while
eclipsed, it is the light to which all civilized
nations tend; and perhaps it was with coverl
parcasm that he hoped he might class France
with civilized nations. Ie snid that after
Napoleon's return from Elba he was a
thorough convert to constitutional principles,
a8, indeed, he should have been if he was not.
SYon will ruin pretenders,” he said, *‘by
granting liberty, but give themachance if you
withhold it:" and then the Prince uttered a
pentiment which reminds us of his love of the
fine arts:—‘Liberty is cosmopolitan, it is
finman, it is like the beautiful in its unity.”
Dpposition, he thinks, is the salt which gives
savor to political food, A witty statesman
once said that yon may do anything with
bayonets but sit down upon them; and the
Prince adds:—‘‘Yon may do anything with
despotism except make it last!” He objects
Yo a plebiscitum, believing that the Govern-
ment has been more effective and expeditious
in a Senatus Consultum. He construes the
amnesty as a certain pledge for the future.
He desires to see the Senate stripped of its
oxcrescence of power and made a proper
legislative body. Not being accustomed
10 deal tendeﬂgr with what l?m condemus,
the Prince conmsiders the institution of the
Benatus Consultum as something ridienlons,
and the fact that the Senate may act legisla-
dively during a six months' prorogation of the
Uorps Legislatif, and even vote the budget,
ns simply monstrous,  *“T'his powaer is fright-
ful,” calmly observes the Prince. He procesds
%o say that the Senate's exclusive privilege to
diseuss the Constitution—so plainly viuﬁ’n!wi
in the late interpellation of 116 depnties—
ought to be abolished. He desirves an inorease
in the number of deputies, and wants to see
ihe circumseriptions fixed otherwise than by
imperial decree, to the ruin of gerrymander-

ing. Furthermore he thinks the Mayors
Bhould be elected by Municipal Councils, and
fuotes from a talk he had with a peasant in
proof. “‘By and by,” he says, **when, as in-
evitably must be the case, you come to dis-
puss the repeal of the law of Public Safety, of
firticle 756 of the Constitution of the year
VIII, of the administration of the city of
#aris, of the relations between Church and
Btdte, and new laws on primary and gratui-
tous instruction, liberty of superior instrue-
fion, decentralization, individual liberty, and
real economy, then the great battle will
come.” Thus much for the Prince's pros-
pectus of reform, to which few Frenchmen
will object on grounds of liberality. The
Prince's best sentence is, we think, directed
at the Emperor, and the phantom of responsi-
bility. **The Emperor's responsibility is
something vagne aud superior, high up in
clonds and mists—1I will not attempt to define
it; abler men than I have renounced the task.
As I have already said, his responsibility may
show itself at & given moment by invoking a
Plebiseitim, Bus, besides this, the Emperor's
résponsibility is generous, 1 quite under-
stand the feeling which leads him to cling to
$his responsibility. It is something superb.
but not very palpable, and not very useful.

Here is a fine cynicism, delicate ns the blade
of Baladin, and a proof positive that while the
Prinoce can philosophically amuse himself af
the expense of the empire, he knows how,
Wh!lﬂ_ﬂ“lump[mrl to his dynasty, to retain
the nicest shades of his individuality.

_Bince 1701, France has had eight Constitn-
tions, and the last of them is now invaded by
the l}mmulguliun of the Senatus Consaltum,
Viewing the failures of the other Consti.
dutions, the Benators who share most the
1mp(4n.lﬂ dullbls ll'll(“i'i!)ll 'I\'ll.l_‘\lhl-l‘ l]ll‘.\' will
be more successful this time. Prince Napo-
leon, who adds to his interest in Lis family
something of personal independence and fuith
in the future, demands for France such a re.
form of the Constitution as will place it be-

ond the risk of timid and tardy tinkering.
{n a word, ke would have France liberalized
in her representative system to the level of
England, and the Empire of H.\.lﬂlul‘il)' trans.
formed into the Empire of liberty. Then we
su we shall have to salute the reigning
chief of France, to use the early language of
Prince Louis Napoleon, as “‘the Fmperor of
the French Republic.” Can such things be?

THE AVONDALE DEAD,
Prom the N, ¥, World,

The inquest upon the men smothered to
death in the Avondale mine is at last over,
and the jury have returned what everybody

regard as a righteous verdict.

It is at least consolatory to find that they
do not give any conntenance to the superflu-
ous horror of the rumor which has lately been
put afloat, that the fire by which these unfor-
tunate men lost their lives was purposely
kindled for their destruction by a jealons fac-
tion of men of the same calling. This story

s0 atrocious and repulsive that, all thiongs

considered, it wonld be diffienlt to find a par-
allel to the depravity of the design it impnated
to a body of minersto murder in gross n great
company of their fallows for no other motive
than that their existence was inconsistent
with the intervests of their murdorers, *“The
fire,” the jury say, and no doubt traly, ‘‘ori-
ginated from the furnnce in thq mines taking
offect on the wooden brettice” in the shaft.
It is pot diffienlt to trace the hideous rnmor
of murder to itsa proper source, The men
who imagined it to their interes! that sach a
storv cshould be believed ocan have besn no
other than the men who were interested to
divert responsibility before public opinion
from thelr own ]1]1%\1(‘(’“". Those men were
the owners of the mine,

Even had the rmmor referred to been as
true as it has been nuthovitatively pronounced
to be false, its truth wonld not relieve the
owners of their amenability. lIl was their
olenr duty to take order thnt neither carelesy.
ness nor design conld avail to destroy the
men at work in their mine, "The precantions
they took against such an event are what we
know, They not only neglected to provide
an outlet for esenpe in case theh sin;;]o nhn.f!
ahould Le obstructed, but they lined this
single shaft with the most combustible ma-
terinl, A spark from the furnace or an in.
cendiary's match could kindle it at any
moment and at any point of the two hundred
and thirty-seven feet of its length. A separate
shaft would no doubt have been costly, but it
would not have been costly enough to do
more that diminish temporarily their grea
profits, And, while the second shaft was in
abeyance, a small outlay would have sufficed
to make the sole outlet much less dangerous
than it was. One of the witnesses, o mining
engineer, once employed in the Avondale
mine, testified that Lt' had “‘planned a con-
tinuonus brick flue from the furnace to within
about fifty feet of the surface.” **But,” he
swears, “when I left it went into other hands,
and they were satisfied with a wooden shaft.”
This proposition for a brick flue, which would
bave cost but a trifle compared with the total
cost of working the mine, and which wonld
have been a perfect protection against snch a
fire as has actually oceurred, was refused on
account of the cost of carrying it out; and
the result is before the country in the case of
the ghastly disaster of last week. If the sin.
gle shaft which the parsimony of the company
allowed had been properly protected, it wonld
bave gharanteed the inmates of the mine
against arson or accident.

It is notable that every witness—even the
stockholders and officers of the coal company
—swears exphicitly thal “‘no mine is safe with
n single opening,” and every inipartial expert
gwears in addition that the lost lives might
have been saved with a second outlet. No
bhuman power can undo the deadly work which
has already been done; but legislation is ade-
gquate to prevent its recnrvence. There ought
to be no delay in providing that no coal mine
which has been worked sufliciently to allow
of the sinking of a second shaft shall be
worked any longer without one, And mines
which have not been worked so far should
be compelled to render their single shaft in-
cowbustible,
There need be no hesitation in placing the
blame of this new ‘““Wyoming massacre”
where it belongs—upon the shoulders of the
company which owned the Avondale mine,
Corporations have no souls, but they have
pockets, and if they are callous to the grief of
widows and orpbans of their making, and to
the reproachies of an angry people, they are
sensitive to pecuniary amercement for gross
negligence of their officers. It may not be
clear s a legal proposition that this company
is liable in damages to every widow they have
made. But their moral responsibility is clear
enongh: and, as a matter of prudence, it
would be better for them to nndertake the
maintenance of the bereaved of Avondale than
to face the destrnctive wrath of the men
whose comrandes have been done to death in
their service,

ALABAMA CLAIMS AND MR. MOTLEY,
From the N, Y. Tiines,
The following telegran appeared in the
Ervening Post on Tuesday:—
CWARHINGION, Sept. 14.—A recent letter from Min-
Ister Motley expresses dissatisfuction at the policy
whichh he 18 instructed tw pursne in regarid to the
Alnbamn claims.  He writea that the temper of the
British Ministry is decldedly favorable towards re-
opening the negotiations for the settlement of the
question, and that if he was permitted to open up
the subject agnin, the chances are that o treaty could
he agreed upon alike satisfactory o both,™
In view of the intimate relations subsist-
ing between the Minister at London and Sena-
tor Bumner, and the announcement cnrrent
in the press that Mr. Sumner was to preside
at the approaching Republican Convention
in Mussachusetts, and then and there pro-
posed to criticize Becretary Fish's mode of
treating the Alabamay claims, this despateh
bias unaturally attracted some attention.

Before assuming that Mr. Motley has writ-
ten such a letter, it may be wise to analyze
the statement of the Post's correspondent,
and see what it amounts to:—

1. 'The British Ministry would like to renew
negotintions if Mr. Motley would take the

initiative. I'hat we knew before,

2, That My, Motley wonld like to renew
negotiations, Thal we knew before he lefl
\\'hﬁilillgiull.

4. That Mr. Molley is dissatisfiad with the
restrictions of the State Department on this
subject, That might faivly be presumed.

4. That if he “‘were permitted to open up
the subjeet again, the chancesare that a treaty
could be ;lgt’irml ‘-l]lull.”

To make such a declavatien privately or
publicly presumes the existence of some un.
derstanding with the English Cabinet as to
terms which, if Mr. Motley would propose,
Myr. Gladstone would accept, It also pre-
sumes that terms which Mr, Motley thinks
satisfactory the President does not think sat-
isfactory, for he is represented as differing
with the administration on that subject,

Now we can understand that My, Motley
muy feel impatient to try his hand at nego-
tinting a settlement of our differences with
England, but we are not prepared to boelieve
that he is any less tenneions abont the terms
of settlement than the Government he re.
presents, and if he is not, he could not be
now complaining of their policy, This 18 the
improbability nnmber one,

Again, we believe it is no longor a State
secrvot that Mr, Motley has been instructed to
notify Lord Olarendon that whenever it is
thought best to renew negotiations for u set-
tlement of tho Alabama claims, it will be done
at Washington. 1t is not likely that in face of
such instraotions My, Motley would entey into
pourparlers with the British Government, gol

terms of settlement which he thought well
enough of to recommend to his Government,
and then take an appesl from its decison to
the country, because it would not authorize
him to nccept them, all of which must be pre-
sumed, if the statewents of this telogram are
accepted.  This is improbability number two,

Again, it s, we I-ul}mro, no indisoretion for
ns to say that the subject of the Alabwmn
claims has heen very vecently the theme of
an important lnaa';-e-nellnullcltautu‘ between ropre-
sentative parties in England and this country,

aud the wost favorable proposals whiclh the

English Government is stipposed to ba pre-
pared to make were communicatod, but thoy
were not such proposals us the Government
of the United Htates wounld entertain for a
moment. It is not probable that Me. Motley.
up :u this time, has been enconraged to ex-
eol any more ncoeptable terms than those
rom Mr, Gladalnne.p This is improbability
numbar three,
We may add, as improbability anmber fonr,
that Mr. Motley would havdly be so indis
areet as to place himself, at this early stage of
his mission, in the attitude of deliberatoe hos
tility to the Government he reprosonts, at
least until it shonld appear that the conatry
was suffering by that policy, of which, as yat,
there can be no pretense.  We are therefore
constrained to donbt the existenons of any let-
ter from Mr. Motley which wonld bear the
constrmotion put upon it by the correspoudent
of our evening contemporary,

THE NEW CONSTITUTION-THE GOV-
ERNMENT OF CITIES—A WORD TO
DEMOCRATS.

The Demoerats have complained very londly
of the government of the ecity of New York
throngh the incessant interference of the
Legislature, and especially by the creation of
various boards of commissioners to adminis-
ter its aftairs, They now have an opportunity
to remedy all this by adopting the new Con-
stitution.

That instriment provides that general laws
shall be passed by the Legislature, at its fivst
gession, for the organization and governiment
of cities, and that no special act shall be passed
for this purpose except when the objeot can-
not be attained under general laws, This will
prevent all that species of diseriminating
legislation in regard to this city and Brooklyn
to which the Democracy have so long and so
strennously objected.

The Constitution also provides that not
only Mayors but all eity officers shall be
chosen by the electors of cities, or be appoint.
ed by such city authorities as the Legislature
shall designate. The authorities, however,
who may be clothed with limited appointing
powers, must themselves be chosen by the
eleoters of the several cities. 'This provision,
therefore, will prevent the ereation by the
Legislature of any special commissionsfor the
city of New York. If commissions are crented,
it must be done under general laws, aqually
applicable to all the laws of the State;
and even then the commissions must be
chosen by the eleotors of the several eities,
or be appointed by authorities chosen by
those electors.

By the new Constitution, mayors are vestad
with much larger powers thau the Mayor of
this city now enjoys. According to its provi-
gions, mayors are clothed with authority to
see that the dnties of all other city officers are
faithfully performed; and for this purpose,
they may investigate their acts, examine all
their bouks, records, and doemments, subject
them and their subordinates to rigid inquiry
under cath, and suspend or remove them from
office for misconduet or neglect of duty.

All this is eminently just aud proper; and
we need hardly say that the bestowal of such
authority upon the Mayor of New York. not
to speak of other large cities, would amonnt
to # revolution in our muanicipal government,
and revive those earlier and better times
when the Mayor was in fact, as well as in
form, the Chief Magistrate of the metropolis
of the Union.

The new Constitution, then, will commit
the exclusive control of all the cities of the
State to the electors thereof, to whom it pro-
perly belongs, The effect ef this measure
upon the politics of the State is obvious.
The cities are the prolific fountains whence
the Democratic party draws a large share of
its siréngth. To place them completely nnder
the control of Democratic anthorities must
operate to enhance the power and influence
of that party, not merely in the cities them.
gelves, but throughont the Btate, Viewing
the question from the standpoint of the cities,
therefore, it is clearly for the interest of the
Democrats to see that the Constitution is
adopted,

BEGINNING OF THE SOUTHERN PA-
CIFIC RAILROAD.
Frowm the N, Y. Herald,

Generals Rosecrans and Sedgwick wera ad-
vertised in Ban Francisco to leave that city on
the 12th instant for San Diego, the seaport at
the southern extremity of the State of Chali-
fornia, there to inaugurate the work on the
San Diego and Gila Railroad, and My, Seward
wus also to be present to assist in the cere-
monies of breaking ground. Funds sufficiegt
to Imild the road to the Gila river have been
subscribed, This is the beginning of the
Southern continental railway line. A com-
pany, headed by General Iremont, has been
organized East, to begin at Memphis, Tennes-
seo, and thenece to build a road southwest-
waidly, throngh Arkunsas and Texas, to El
Paso on the Rio Grande, thence across the
tablelands to the Gila river, and down its val-
ley. or near it, to a junction with this San
Diego branch.

From the Mississippi river this is a much
ghorter route to the Pacific Ocean than that
of the Union Pacific road; and as it flanks the
Rocky Mountaing and the Bierra Nevada
chain, it may be built all the way over the
Plains, It isalso below the region of inter-
rupling snows, and the work of building it
and of running it when completed may be
continned without the stoppage of a day from
wintry storms. With anything like the en-
terprisg which built the Union Pacifie, this
Southern road ought to be finished within
two vears, for there will be comparatively
little to do in building it beyond marking out
the line and laying ti;e ties and rails. When
finished it wilf be the main line for throngh
travel: but there will be work enough, not
only for the two continental roads, which will
then be in operation, but for one or two
more. In the bmilding up of half a dozen
new States the Union Pacific will soon be an
immensely profitable line, and so with the
Sonthern Pacific in tapping the ululu\'eluved
resources of Western Texas and of New
Mexico, and Arizona, and of the Northern
States of the Mexican republic, and the vine
and olive lands of Sonthern Culifornia, the
maost produotive in the world.

In this connection it will be scen that Gene-
ral Rosecrans is in better business than he
would be in running as the Democratic candi-
date for Governor of Ohio, General Fromout,
we believe, is now in Europe raising mmmly
for the main line from Mcemphis wesbward,
He only asks the right of wayand certain
Territorial lands along the line from l!uug}usﬁ;
for with these and the liberal grants offered
by Texas he calculates upon building the road
without the further assistance of (oyernment
Londs,  We think, too, that on this basis the
rond ought to be pushed through without dif-
ficulty, considering the advantages of the
route, the lightness of the work, and the
profits sure to follow.
